Conse­ 
quently those under 21 and 59 
years of age or over may eat be­ 
tween meals and have meat as 
often as they wish, except on the 
two days described in the regula­ 
tions:

BANK, STORES;

SAYRE, Pa. (AP)-A gas ex­ 
plosion of tremendous f o r c e 
wrecked the First National Bank 
and badly damaged several near­ 
by stores in the heart of this 
northern Pennsylvania community 
before dawn today. 
Two janitor* in the bank were 
burned seriously and five of six 
persons, temporarily trapped in 
apartments on the third floor of 
the bank building, required treat­ 
ment for smoke inhalation.

Saxe said the blast caused half a 
million dollars damage and was 
touched off by natural gas. 
He said one of the janitors, 
Vernon Bortle, 57, of Milan, start­ 
ed to light a cigarette in the base­ 
ment and gas escaping from a 
pipe exploded. 
The other janitor, Robert Hem­ 
ingway, 18. of Athens, was on 
tho first floor.

REPORT NIXON 
WILL RUN A6AIN 
IN EIGHT YEARS 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pub­ 
lished reports that Richard M. 
Nixon might wait until 1968 to bid 
again for the presidency have pro­ 
voked mixed reaction among Re­ 
publicans. 
Some of Nixon’s admirers think 
it might be a very good idea for 
the former vice president to run 
for governor of California in 1962 
and, if elected, to seek a second 
term in 1966 before trying for the 
presidency. 
Other friends believe, however, 
that it would be a mistake for 
him to risk a state race in which 
either success or defeat would be 
likely to remove him from among 
the ranks of potential 1964 party 
nominees. 
If he runs for governor Nixon 


could be expected to pledge that 
he would not quit in the middle 
of his first four-year term to seek 
national office. If he lost, his 
political career would be at an 
end. 
However, the commitment to 
serve a full term as governor 
would not be without its reward. 
Such a pledge would certainly dull 
any charges that he was ducking 
another contest with Kennedy and 
waiting for an opponent in 1968 
who lacked the advantages of 
White House occupancy. 
The Republican disappointment 
m Nixon’s defeat has been accen­ 
tuated by the general feeling 
among party workers that they 
had things going their way after 
Dwight 
D. 
Ek>enhower's eight 
years in the White House. 
As a result, Nixon’s standing 
with the pros who ordinarily have 
something to say about the choice 
of delegates to nominating con­ 
ventions is described rn being at 
a low point. 
NEEDS NEW SUPPORT 
Hiis is one of the reason* why 
some of the former vice presi­ 


dent’s backers feel it is imperative 
for him to carve out new Republi­ 
can support by winning the Cali­ 
fornia governorship, if he can. 
Another reason is that Nixon 
may find it difficult as a private 
citizen to raise his political voice 
to the decibel level likely to be 
attained by two potential 1964 
rivals for the nomination, Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller of New 
York and Sen. Barry Coldwater, 
R-Ariz. 
In a possibly significant move, 
the 
Senate 
Republican 
Policy 
Committee gave unprecedented at­ 
tention to views expressed by 
Rockefeller. The Memo, which 
keeps GOP senators up to date 
on party issues and policies, bas 
not mentioned Nixon since the ses­ 
sion of Congress began.

U.S. Government Shares 
Costs With Countians For 
Approved Soil Practices 


Through the 15161 Agricultural 
Conservation Program, the Fed­ 
eral Government will share with 
Adams County farmers the cost 
of carry ing out approved soil anti 
water conservation practices on 
the basis of the following general 
principles: 
The Adams County program has 
been designed to encourage those 
soil and water conservation prac­ 
tices which provide the most en­ 
during conservation benefits prac­ 
ticably attainable in 1961 on the 
lands where they are to be ap­ 
plied. 
Costs will be shared with a 
farmer only on satisfactorily per­ 
formed soil and water conserve 
Uon practices for which Federal 
cost-sharing was requested by the 
farmer before the conservation 
work was begun. 
Costs are shared only on soil 
and water conservation practices 
which 
it 
is believed 
farmers 
would not carry out to the needed 
extent without program assistance. 
The rates of cost-sharing are 
believed to be the minimum re 
quired to result in substantially 
increased performance of needed 
toil and water conservation prac 
rices within the limits prescribed 
m the national program. 
The purpose of the program is 
to help achieve additional con 
sensation on land now in agricul 
tural production rather than to 
bring more land into agricultural 
production. The program is not 
applicable to the development of 
new or additional farmland. Such 
funds that cannot be wisely uti­ 
lized for this purpose will lie re­ 
turned to the public treasury' 
If 
the 
Federal 
Government 
shares the cost of the initial ap­ 
plication of soil and water con­ 
servation practices which farmers 
otherwise would not perform but 
which are essential to sound soil 
and water conservation, the farm­ 
ers should assume responsibility 
for the upkeep and maintenance 
of those practices through their 
life span. Cost-shares are not ap­ 
plicable. after they are initially 
utilized, to undertake a practice 
during its normal life span unless 
the practice has failed to serve 
its normal life span due to condi­ 
tions beyond the control of the 
farm operator.

A soil test is only as accurate 
as the soil sample submitted for 
analysis. A good final soil sam 
pie must be well mixed, air dried 
and screened to make it free of 
stone and gravel. 
Tools that can be used include 
a clean pail and a garden spade, 
or a two-inch wood auger, or 
special soil auger or probe if 
available. 
The final soil sample should 
accurately represent the field or 
area to be limed. This means that 
soil should be taken from not less 
than 12 places over the field, more 
is better. Take enough soil from 
each place to end up at least one 
quart of soil when it is dried and 
screened. 
Soil should be collected to a 
depth of six inches on rotated 
cropland or where any crop is to 
he planted.

WILL PUBLISH 
SOIL SURVEY 
IN TWO YEARS

Soil Scientist 
A detailed Soil Survey of Adams 
County is due to be published by 
late 1963. The last several thou 
sand acres of field work will be 
completed this spring and sum 
mer by Soil Scientists from the 
Soil Conservation Service working 
with the Adams County Soil Con 
servation District. 
A rising population, increased 
demand for land and water, and 
wiser 
land 
use demanded 
by 
economic pressures make this soil 
survey one of the most needed 
and useful reports of our time 
There is much demand for county 
soil maps, individual farm soil 
maps, and maps of local or ex 
tensive 
areas. 
These 
requests 
come not only from farmers, but 
from 
industry, 
planning 
Engi 
neers, 
Construction 
Engineers 
Foresters, 
Farm 
Management 
agencies, geologists, tax asses 
sors, national defense planners 
and many others. 
MUST HAVE INVENTORY 
People are beginning to realize 
that no sensible plan can be made 
for the development of an area— 
no matter what its use — without 
an inventory such as included in 
the forthcoming Soil Survey re­ 
port. The Adams County Soil 
Survey, 
although 
originating 
about IO years ago. was slow due 
to lack of trained personnel. The 
past three years, however, the 
program has been accelerated 
throughout the state, and currently 
two Soil Scientists are working 
full time on the survey in Adams 
County. 
These scientists determine the 
characteristics of soils by both 
field and laboratory studies. 
They determine the thickness of 
the soil, its texture, structure, 
and acidity. They also study the 
geology, and other characteristics, 
especially those having to do with 
the behavior and potential produc­ 
tivity of the soil as a whole, such 
as slope of the surface, significant 
losses by erosion, stoniness, and 
evidences of imperfect drainage 
or flooding. From a study of these 
characteristics the soils are clas­ 
sified and named. Each kind is 
indicated by a symbol on the map 
and in legends. 
TO TEST SOIL 
After these detailed mapping 
sheets have been completed (by 
late summer of this year), these 
two scientists will spend approxi­ 
mately another year in obtaining 
further useful information for the 
report. They will work with Penn 
State University in extensive tests 
of each kind of Adams County 
soil. They will work with other 
agencies and local county groups 
in other studies and computations. 
When the final survey is completed 
will contain a detailed descrip­ 
tion of each kind of soil. Each soil 
ill be classified as to the best 
and use and recommended man­ 
agement. The report will show 
the productivity of each soil for 
each kind of crop or tree grown. 
or example, from an included 
table you will be able to see the 
number bushels of corn per acre 
you could expect to raise on a 
particular soil under two different 
levels of management. It will 
show the engineering properties 
each soil in the county. The re­ 
port will give a brief history of 
the county, climate, vegetation, 
geology, and many more useful 
facts.

For ACP Programs; Not 
Tied To Other Programs 


ll. S. FUTURE 
DEPENDS ON 
CONSERVATION 


We in the United States live 
well. We eat more food, wear bet­ 
ter clothes, live in better homes, 
and have the highest standard of 
living of this age or of any in the 
past. 
Tremendous natural resources 
are one of the reasons why this 
country has enjoyed so much 
abundance in its short history. 
Only 350 years ago, our first set­ 
tlers found many thousands of 
square miles of forest and prairie 
upon which an axe or a plow had 
never been used. And water was 
plentiful. For thousands or mil­ 
lions of years, nature had built 
and added to these natural re­ 
sources. 
For the first 300 years of our 
history, we used those resources 
recklessly, 
apparently thinking 
they would last forever. Little 
thought was given to conserving 
soil or water, 
FORESTS LARGELY GONE 
Our virgin forests are now 
largely gone. Most of our 1.1 bil­ 
lion acres of cropland and open 
grazing land now need conserva­ 
tion to keep them strong and 
productive. 
We’re running short of water, 
loo. Our farming, roadbuilding, 
grazing, and forest-clearing habits 
let much more of our water run 
away than when nature was left 
undisturbed. Our water require­ 
ments and use have doubled and 
tripled several time* until they 
are now 200 billion gallons a day 
for domestic needs, irrigation, and 
industrial use. That’s an average 
(rf 1,200 gallons a day for each 
one of us. In 25 years, we ll dou­ 
ble our requirements and use of 
water. We must stop the waste 
of water. 
Our population is increasing 
rapidly. In late 1957 it was 172 
million. We are told to expect a 
220 million population by 1975. 
Department of Agriculture econ­ 
omists estimate that it will re­ 
quire a third more agricultural 
production to feed, clothe, and 
house that many people. 
MAY LOSE FARMLAND 
We cannot expect to signifi­ 
cantly increase our 400 million 
acres of cropland or our 700 mil­ 
lion acres of open grazing land. 
There may be less farmland, not 
more, in the future. Bigger yields 
per acre is the only practical an­ 
swer. 
WORK COSTS MONEY 
All conservation 
work 
costs 
money. Often the conservation 
needed in the public interest is 
more than a farmer can do on his 
own or will do in his normal farm­ 
ing operation. Conservation farm­ 
ing is more than just good farm­ 
ing. 
The Agricultural Conservation 
Program (ACP) helps farmers 
pay the cost of some of the 
needed conservation. The public, 
through the ACP. pays about half 
the cost of conservation done un­ 
der the program, and farmers pay 
the rest. 


All farmers are eligible to usa 
the 
Agricultural 
Conservation 
Program on their farms. There is 
no distinction between big farm­ 
ers, little farmers, owners, tenants 
or sharecroppers. The request 
from all farmers for ACP cost 
sharing receive equal considera­ 
tion on their merits for conserva­ 
tion. 
For some years, ACP has been 
separated from production adjust­ 
ment programs. A farmer is not 
required to take part in any other 
program of the Department of 
Agriculture — conservation, pro­ 
duction adjustment or other —- to 
be eligible for consideration for 
ACP cost-sharing. 
The county committee will con­ 
fider several things in approving 
or disapproving each request. The 
amount of funds remaining in the 
county allocation will be one of 
the first considerations. If there 
is enough money and the request 
is in keeping with the program 
principles, and if the practice is 
needed on the farm and can be 
carried out so it will increase 
conservation in the county, the 
committee likely will approve the 
request for cost-sharing. 
MUST FILL OUT FORM 
In making their request for 
cost-sharing, 
farmers 
fill 
out 
Form 
ACP-201, 
“Request 
that 
Federal Government Share Cost 
of 
Needed 
Conservation 
Prac­ 
tices.’’ These are the requests on 
which the committee acts. 
When the committee approves 
the request, the farmer is notified 
on Form ACP-245. “ Practices Ap­ 
proved and Application for Pay­ 
ment.” 
Following 
completion of 
the 
practice, 
the 
farmer 
reports 
completion and applies for pay­ 
ment on the same Form ACP-245. 
In the eases where use of techni­ 
cal .service is required, such serv­ 
ice will be furnished through the 
technical agency, and its repre­ 
sentatives must certify that the 
practice has been completed satis­ 
factorily.

at the local ASC office, where ap­ 
plication for cost-sharing can be 
(made.

LAST WEEK 
WAS ROUGH 
FOR STOCKS

NEW YORK AP)—Stocks were 
subjected last week to almost ev­ 
erything. You had get-rich advice 
from a comedian guest on a TV 
program. There was an onslaught 
on one industry by antitrust law­ 
yers. Added in w’ere rising jobless 
figures and some somber econom­ 
ic talk in Washington. The market 
had to digest mixed earnings re­ 
ports and predictions of inflaion- 
ary government spending. 
But despite violent ups and 
downs (rf a few stocks and heavy 
trading volume, the price changes 
on the list as a whole seemed 
small. 
It was a week unusually packed 
with the kind of news that moves 
stock traders, whether pros or tip- 
hungry amateurs to buy or sell. 
BRO KERS SHOOK HEADS 
Brokers shook their heads over 
some of the antics on the ex­ 
changes. especially the scramble 
after a vague tip on a TV pro­ 
gram designed primarily for en­ 
tertainment only. But none grum­ 
bled at the commissions which 
such a flood of buying and sell­ 
ing orders sweeps in with it. 
The public may have been shift­ 
ing out of one stock it saw through 
suddenly darkened glasses into 
another touched, if only temporar- 
The catechetical class of C hristi^- by the tipsters’ magic glow. 
But confidence in stocks in gen­ 
eral seemed little shaken last 
week 
Sentiment -eemed fairly equal­ 
ly divided between accepting what 
some 
government 
and 
private 
econo musts were saying in Wash­ 
ington — it’ll get worse before it 
gets better—to what the bulls in 
Wall Street were preaching—bus­ 
iness is sure to get better before 
much longer. 
COMIC TOUCH 
In all the welter of making mon­ 
ey and losing money, Lou Holt* 
provided the comic touch, as be­ 
fitted his onetime role of Broad­ 
way comedy star. He said on 
Jack Paar’s TV show that he held 
a $10 stock he expected would one 
day go to $1,000. After the show 
he told Paar he was putting his 
money—“betting on a horse” was 
Holtz’s term for it. a term that 
stock exchange officials deplore— 
on Canadian Javelin. 
This stock and another in the 
$10 range on the American Stock 
Exchange, 
WPO 
Videotronics, 
came in for unexpected and heavy 
trading in the following days, pre­ 
sumably by late-hour TV listeners 
exercising their guessing ability. 
On the serious side was the bat­ 
tering given stocks of General 
Electric, 
Westinghouse 
Electric 
and some other makers (rf heavy 
electrical equipment after a U.S. 
District Court judge in Philadel­ 
phia handed out large fines and 
some jail sentences in cases in­ 
volving 
violations 
of 
antitrust 
laws that forbid price fixing and 
hid rigging. Threats of owning 
civil suits by customers added to 
the selling. 
FA IRLY M ILD REACTION 
But the rest of the list ran into 
more usual crosscurrents. Gloomy 
figures 
and 
predictions 
from 
Washington hit some sectors of tile 
stock list but were offset pretty 
much by beliefs sill stubbornly 
held in many quarters as to tile 
shortness and mildness of the cur­ 
rent slowdown 
in 
manufactur­ 
ing and, to some extent, in retail 
trade. 
When the week's score was fi­ 
nally tallied, the Associated Press 
price index of 60 representative 
stocks was down four points from 
the clast on Feb. 3 and the Dow- 
Jontss 30 industrial stock average 
was off 13 points. Much of the drop 
was attributed to weakness in the 
antitrust losers. 
Such changes in the over-all 
list seem fairly mild considering 
all the hullaballoo.

SAYS PRISONS 
NEED MODERN 
REQUIREMENTS 


HARRISBURG (AP) - Pennsyl­ 
vania** attorney general says she 
favors a sweeping reform of the 
state's prison system to bring it 
up to modern day requirements. 
For one thing, Anne X. Alpern, 
said over the weekend, it is most 
important to public safety that a 
maximum security prisons be re­ 
moved 
from 
densely 
populated 
areas She specifically mentioned 
the 
correctional 
institutions 
at 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. 
Her comments were made in a 
special report of a Justice Depart­ 
ment probe of an attempted break 
at the Philadelphia institution last 
Jan. 8. That was brought under 
control within two hours. 
LONG RANGE PROGRAM 
Muss Alpern called for “ a long 
range program to be executed in 
a short period for a proper prison 
system in Pennsylvania.'” She said 
the program should be implement­ 
ed by the State Planning Board 
She credited the quick stopping 
of 
the 
attempted 
Philadelphia 
break to “operation breakout.’* a 
plan explained in the report as: 
“ A well established institutional 
plan which calls for the coordina­ 
tion of the state police, city police, 
city fire departments, off-duty in 
stitutional officers and reserves 
from other state correctional in­ 
stitutions in the event of any 
emergency.” 
INSURE PROTECTION 
Under “operation breakout.” the 
report said, “a sufficient force 
was available to begin operations 
against the inmates who had seized 
control of the institution" with­ 
in one hour and ten minutes 
However, 
Miss 
Alpern 
said, 
“modern penology requires the 
building of prisons with proper op­ 
portunities for security and rehab- 
iiation in areas close enough to 
the cities to obtain needed facil­ 
ities. but far enough to insure the 
protection to the reddens of the 
neighboring areas”

HARRISBURG AP) - Pennsyl­ 
vania's top education official says 
the state public school pupils are 
ranked below those from other 
states in certain subject areas be­ 
cause of a shortage of qualified 
teachers and classroom space. 
Dr. Charles H Boehm, superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, of­ 
fered that view over the weekend 
in commenting on the showing of 
Pennsylvania pupils in such sub­ 
jects as vocabulary, reading and 
comprehension. 
He said nearly 60 per cent of 
the 
English 
classes 
in 
public 
schools have more than 25 pupils 
the optimum size At least half 
contain more than 30 pupils, he 
added. 
ENGLISH TEACH ERS N EED ED 
Boehm said there is a shortage 
of English teachers. As a result, 
he said. teachers in other fields 
are frequently used to teach Eng­ 
lish. 
He estimated that 
three- 
fourths of the English teachers in 
the state have only the minimum 
number of credit hours to teach 
the subject. 
Results 
of 
recent 
nationwide 
tests showed 
Pennsylvania stu­ 
dents lacking in vocabulary build­ 
ing. reading and comprehension, 
Boehm said. 
Of the 17.000 Pennsylvania sen­ 
iors who took the tests, 9.000. or 
52 per cent, scored less than the 
I2th grade level rn vocabulary 
and reading comprehension. Sev­ 
enty per cent scored below the 
national average in spelling.

BRITONS FIGHT 
PARKING ACT

LONDON * AP)-—British motor­ 
ists are defying adoption of the 
American way of dealing with 
parking tickets — and with some 
success, 
The traffic jam has moved from 
London’s streets to the courts. 
Before last September, a Lon­ 
don policeman had to confront the 
motorist personally and write out 
a violation in his presence for 
overtime or illegal parking. 
Some drivers would stay away 
from their cars and even take the 
subway borne if they saw a bobby- 
hovering near their parking spot. 
Under the new system, ticket 
for illegal parking are attached to 
the car. Traffic wardens were 
hired to watch for violations and 
write out the tickets. 
FINE IS $5.60 
The illegal parker can either 
pay his two-pound fine—$5 60—or 
go to court and fight the case 
Most drivers apparently decid­ 
ed to fight. 
Motorists now awaiting a mag­ 
istrates court hearing are estim­ 
ated in the thousands The ward­ 
ens have been passing out 200 
tickets a week since September, 
but only 200 cases have been 
heard so far. 
In one case a summons written 
for illegal parking Oct. 
19 has 
been set for hearing on March 20 
—an interval of five months.

summonses 
are

withdrawn because of the difficul­ 
ty of getting enough evidence aft­ 
er such long delays in bringing 
cases to court.

School Principals, convening here, 
Michael said: “ In too many high 
schools,

treated as immature, irresponsi­ 
ble persons requiring a maximum 
amount of supervision and con 
trot. 
R A ISE STANDARDS 
“ It is folly to assume that these 
sam e youths, after a senior prom 
and a magical summer, are ready 
to shoulder all the responsibilities 
of adults in a new environment 
where they are essentially with­ 
out restriction and supervision.” 
Michael said that about one out 
of four students who enter col 
lege drop out by the end of their 
freshman year, and that only two 
out 
of 
five entering 
freshmen 
stay to graduate from the sam e 
institution four years later 
With 50 jier cent of the nation’s 
high school graduates now going 
on to college. Michael said, prep­ 
aration for college Is a j>rimary 
function of the secondary schools. 
This means, he said, that aca­ 
demic programs must be given 
more emphasis in high school, 
and 
standards 
of 
achievement 
must be raised.
